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The amendment and argument filed on 10/03/2007 and 01/28/2008 is non-responsive to the Office Action mailed on 04/04/2007. 
The Office action mailed on 04/04/2007 examined Claims 1-8 drawn a method of detecting Graves disease in a patient comprising 
obtaining a biological sample from the patient and measuring the binding of disease specific IgG with IGF-1 relative to a control 
wherein an elevated level of IgG IgF-1 binding relative to the control indicates Graves disease, not IGF-1 receptor. The claims did 
not have IGF-1R as alleged by Applicant. Applicant is invited to review the claims submitted in the application, in particular, those 
filed on 01/03/2002 and 01/09/2007. Applicant may also review the Restriction requirement mailed on 08/15/2006 and the Office 
Action mailed on 04/04/2007 for verification. Applicant elected the method of detecting Graves disease in a patient comprising 
obtaining a biological sample from the patient and measuring the binding of disease specific IgG with IGF-1 relative to a control 
wherein an elevated level of IgG IGF-1 binding relative to the control indicates Graves disease by original presentation. Applicant's 
elected invention has been examined, not the invention claimed in the amendment filed on 10/03/2007 and 01/28/2008.
